POWER TOOLS, air conditionir inits, and other portable 120-volt 
ippliances that have been manuf ired after January 1, 1955, will have a 
three—bladed electrical plug inst i of the customary two-bladed device 
The change has been made to make certain that the appliance is effectively 
grounded to prevent shock hazard Since many homes are not wired for the 
three—bladed plug, an adapter i istomarily supplied so that the appliance 
can be plugged into the conventional two-—blade outlet This adapter will 
have two blades and a "pigtail" designed to be fastened under the screw of 
the base outlet (which is usually, though not always, connected to the 
ground wiring of the home) Adapter plugs are commonly available in elec- 
trical stores for around a dolla! Remember that in the interests of 
safety, particularly with certain types of appliances, the three—bladed 
electrical plug should always be used If you cannot insert the new plug 
or the adapter into an outlet of your home wiring system or if you are not 
certain that the particular outlet has an independent third wire connected

ONE OF THE NEW FABRICS coming into popularity combines wool with silk, 
usually in the proportions of 86 percent wool and 14 percent silk The 
National Institute of Drycleaning reports that there are many variations in 
construction so that some of these fabrics look like wool; others have a 
silk appearance, similar to satin Some are loosely woven; others are 
tightly woven Garments made from such fabrics range in price from $40 to 
$3500. Dry cleaners have complained of a number of difficulties with these 
garments, including fabric failures due to breaking of the silk yarn (par- 
ticularly in areas subjected to strain), yarn slippage, fraying (particu- 
larly at bound buttonholes), abraded silk filaments which take on a rough- 
ened appearance, pilling of the wool yarns in the form of little balls 
(most noticeable in the underarm area), and shrinkage In a test of five 
different wool-silk fabrics, the N.I.D. found that two of the five fabrics 
cleaned very well in five successive cleanings; three shrank sufficiently 
in five dry cleanings to cause consumer complaints; all shrank excessively 
in wet cleaning.

and 10 to 15 percent of the original price for 
each succeeding year until it reaches “bottom” 
at about 10 percent of its original price. There 
are a good many instances where the owner of 
a power mower will wish to turn it in after a 
season or less; it may turn out to be the wrong 
type for a lawn, or more likely it is a brand which 
the trade calls a ‘‘dog’’—a make which has a 
bad reputation or is difficult to keep in order, or 
a ‘“‘bargain’’ mower for which no one will furnish 
repair parts and service. 

In mowing lawns, the grass should not be cut 
too short; about 1% inches is satisfactory, but 
mowers should be capable of being adjusted to 
2 inches for cutting in very dry weather. With 
the usual method of changing the cutting height 
(by raising the height of the roller adjustment 
above 1% inches), the mower is thrown off 
balance so that the bed knife is not level and 
consequently not in the most efficient position 
for cutting. To overcome this, some manufac- 
turers limit their height adjustment to about 
144 inches and provide larger diameter wheels 
(at extra cost) for high cutting. What appears 
to be the best methods are used by Cooper who 
overcomes this problem by making both the 
wheels and roll'r adjustable, and Pincor whose 
design permits raising oc lowering the entire 
cutting unit (reel and bed knife) in the frame. 


4-cycle vs. 2-cycle gasoline engines 


In general, 4-cycle engines are to be preferred. 
here are two reasons: one, that the 2-cycle 
engine requires that the oil be mixed with the 
gasoline in the correct proportion; and second, 
that, because of this, the 2-cycle engines emit a 
good deal of smoke. It is certainly undesirable 
from a health standpoint for the mower user to 
breathe smoke which is heavily laden with oil 
vapor. 

Note: The majority of the mowers tested 
were purchased in 1954, in order that tests could 
be cOmpleted in time so that they would be of 
most value to subscribers in the 1955 season 
(If mowers had not been purchased until 1955, 
the grass-cutting tests, which are an essential 
part of the study, would delay the report until 
the summer season was partly over Fortu- 
nately, only two brands were changed signifi- 
cantly, and it is believed many of last year's 
models of these brands will still be available in 
retail stores (as is true of a good many major 
appliances). Hand lawn mowers which do not 
appear to be of much interest to our subscribers 
at this time will not be tested this year

Rotary mowers 

“Do not place any fingers or toes that you 
want to keep under the shell when the engine 
is running. Remove the spark plug wire when 
making any adjustments to the machine.” 

This advice is given by one manufacturer in 
his operation and service instructions, and while 
it may sound facetious, it definitely is not, for 
such mowers have caused many serious acci 
dents and have no place in the hands of any 
heedless or careless person. They involve spe 
cial hazards for young children and animals, 
and no child or inexperienced person should be 
permitted to use one. It is almost impossible 
to make a rotary mower accident- and fool-proof, 
for if the clearance between the guards and the 
housing is sufficient for the mower to operate 
properly without dragging, this clearance per- 
mits stones and other foreign objects hit by the 
mower blades to be thrown out at high velocity 
with considerable hazard to the operator and 
bystanders.

readily; a user may very likely, in a moment of 
forgetfulness, attempt to grass 
while the engine is running, which can result in 
very serious injury. The difficulty has not been 
overcome on any mowers tested by CR by guards 
placed over the exit of the chute, since the guards 
greatly increased the tendency to clog with grass. 
There are two very good reasons why rotary 
mowers should not be self-propelled. (1) Self- 
propulsion makes such mowers far more hazard- 
ous to the user and to others near by. (2) To 
cut most effectively, the blade of a rotary mower 
must revolve at the maximum speed of the en 
gine. It is difficult to provide for altering the 
speed of movement of the mower without chang- 
ing the speed of the blade, unless a gearbox (as 
in the case of the Sunbeam) or speed reducer is 
used. The result is that except with the higher- 
priced self-propelled mowers a compromise on 
the speed of propulsion must be made. Usually 
this results in a propulsion speed which is too 
slow for normal cutting and is too fast for cutting 
high or heavy grass or weeds.

A disadvantage of the rotary mower is that 
the cut grass in the form of a soggy mass clings 
to the underside of the mower casing and must 
be removed frequently; this is not an easy task, 
as these mowers cannot be turned upside down 
to facilitate this operation, because overturning 
would involve loss of gasoline and oil from the 
engine. 

Many of the rotary mowers, after they have 
been in use for some time, may give great diffi 
culty in starting; this is usually due to a loose 
cutter blade, which upon inspection may seem 
to be tight enough but actually slips at the so 
called safety clutch when the user attempts to 
start the engine. The result is that the flywheel 
effect of the cutter is lost and starting is rendered 
difficult or impossible. The safety clutch is ac- 


tually more of a sales point than an effective 
protection against damage to the engine, for the 
rotary blade when it strikes any solid object will 
transmit tremendous forces to the engine, 
whether the blade is connected solidly or through 
a friction clutch 


Correct running balance is vitally important 





for the blade of a rotary mower. Even the slight 
unbalance produced by grinding or sharpening 
one side more than the other can set up vib: 
tions which are damaging to the engine and 
mower. Wear in the center hole where 
blade is attached to the engine shaft is als 
cause of unbalance. The blade of a rotary 
mower, when it has been removed for sharp« 
ing, can be roughly checked for balance by allow 
ing it to pivot on a small horizontal rod placed 
through the center hole. 

In CR’s opinion, the blades of rotary mowers 
should not be too hard, as such blades present 
an extra risk of being fractured and of breaking, 
with attendant hazard to the user and to anyone

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Pointers on Buying a Plastic Pool 


OW do you go about buying a plastic swim 
H ming pool for the children from a local 
department store? On a hot day an alluring ad 
showing two children in the pool, one about to 
dive in and one dabbling his toes in the water 
may be the factor that clinches your decision to 
telephone the store to send one out There is 
however, considerable risk in buying on this 
basis because dimensions for some of the pools 
may be misleading. Sizes are given in inches 
measured from outside to outside of the inflated 
rim \ccording to one manutacturer i more 
wcurate basis Of Comparison 1s on the number 
a pool will hold in its 
expected use I hie makes 
run in size from 40 inches in diameter, 6 inches 
deep, to 108 inches in diameter, 20 inches deep

Pun 
tures are a primary cause of failure The pool 
needs to he placed on grass or on fi sand It 
should be remembered, however, that the grass 
will be qua klv killed off if the pool is allowed to 
remain in one spot Rough surfaces, grit, o1 
concrete are likely to cause slight punctures or 
pinpricks 

Overinflation is often a cause of failure, and 
the manulacturer referred to furnishes an in 
genious pump for inflating his products and also 
supplies a little device to permit using the famil 
vacuum cleaner for inflating the pool. Plastic 
pools should never be taken to the gas station 
for inflating with the power air compressor used 
for automobile tires since about three pounds 
per square inch pressure is all that is needed 

To avoid the possibilities of puncturing the 
plastic material, the pool should never be drag 
ged over sharp edges, through briars or bushes 
or over gravel, stones, or cinders. Since soap and 
oil stains will speed up deterioration of the viny! 
plastic, plain water should be used for washing 
it clean. Pools which have a high surface sheen 
are said to resist dirt more readily than thos« 
with a duller finish, and the shiny finish is more 
readily cleaned, by simply wiping with a damp 
cloth 

An inflatable pool should be stored in a way 
to protect against sharp weather changes, avoid 
ing extremes of hot and cold, and should be 
thoroughly dry when it is put away. Complete 
drying can be accomplished by sprinkling with
